WASHINGTON, April 22.—Presi­ 
dent Ho o ver has info rmed co ngres­ 
sio nal leaders that re-examinatio n 
o f the budget sho w*s a treasury de­ 
ficit fo r the next years betw*een 
$20,000,000 and $30,000,000. 
In a letter to Chairman J o nes o f 
the senate appro priatio ns co mmitt- 
tee, the president wrarned “ there is 
cause fo r real alarm.” 
The unusual pro cedure o f writing 
a letter o f warning to the co ngres­ 
sio nal leaders in charge o f the na­ 
tio n’s purse indicated Mr. Ho o ver’s 
co ncern o ver a situatio n which o nly 
a few days ago he spo ke o f o pti­ 
mistically. At the time he fo resaw* 
a surplus fo r next year o f abo ut 
$40.000,000. 
The letter, which was dated April 
18, fo llo w's: 
“ I 
tho ught 
yo u 
wo uld 
like 
to 
kno w* that a re-examinatio n o f o ur 
fiscal situatio n fo r the next year 
by the directo r o f the budget sho w's 
that upo n the indicated inco me o f 
the go vernment and the expendi­ 
tures to w’hich the go vernment is 
already co mmitted thro ugh budget 
pro po sals and legislatio n which has 
been co mpleted, w*e are faced w*ith 
a deficit o f so me tw*enty o r thirty 
millio ns o f do llars. 
“ This, o f co urse, is no t as yet a 
very material sum but it is o bvio us 
that any further large amo unts o t 
expenditure w*ill jeo pardize the pri­ 
mary duty o f the go vernment that 
is, to ho ld expenditures within o ur 
inco me. 
“ So mething o ver o ne hundred and 
twenty-five acts have been passed 
by either the senate o r the ho use 
o r favo rably repo rted by different 
co mmittees, w*hich w*o uId autho rize 
an additio nal expenditure o f three 
hundred o r three hundred and fifty 
millio n do llars next year. 
‘‘A go o d many o f these pro po s­ 
als are, o f co urse, fo r co mparatively 
small funds, and so me o f them are 
necessary 
fo r 
the 
functio ning 
o f 
the go vernment; 
but I kno w yo u 
will agree w*ith me that there is 
cause fo r real alarm in the situa­ 
tio n, as we canno t co ntemplate any 
such deficit.”

American prosperity, un d er its presen t 
system, will always be greatest when 
every willin g worker is employed at good 
wages, for the prosperity of American in ­ 
d ustry d epen d s upon workers with good 
wages an d leisure to spen d them in .

“The first session of the court was held 
on the first Mon d ay in February, bein g 
the first d ay of the mon th, 179 0, in the 
Royal Exchan ge build in g at the fon t of 
Broad street in New York City. 
Chief 
Justice Jay an d Justices Cushin g an d

appeared ,

John McKesson 
acted as clerk. 
“The n ext term in February, 179 1, was 
held in the n ew city hall east of In d epen d ­ 
en ce Hall in the Cit\^ of Philad elphia. The 
Philad elphia 
Gazette 
for 
February 4, 
179 1, stated : 
‘The supreme court will 
meet in the n ew court house in this city.’ 
“The seat of govern men t was moved to 
the District of Columbia in 1800 an d n o 
provision s were mad e to hold the court in 
the city of Washin gton un til two weeks 
before the time that it was to meet. 
Re­ 
spon d in g to the request of the commis­ 
sion ers of the city of Washin gton the 
sen ate passed a resolution to accommo­ 
d ate the court in the room in the capiiol 
occupied by the clerk of the sen ate. The 
room is n ow occupied by the marshal cf 
the court. 
“The first meetin g of the court was 
held on February 4, 1801. 
John Mar­ 
shall sat as chief justice for the first time. 
The appearan ce of Marshall upon the 
ben ch was an epoch in the history of the 
con stitution . 
The hours of provin cialism 
were n umbered ; the glory an d stren gth of 
the n ation were to come; an d the d ecis­ 
ion s of the great chief justice in v'hich 
he explain ed , d efen d ed an d en forced the

other great statesmen of that period in 
their con troversies w^hich occurred in this 
historic place.’’
